WALTER GARNETT WRIGHT 








Having covered the past and present of the members of this 
class in what we feel to be a relatively thorough manner, we 


naturally progress to a rather interpretive conjecture of the gradu-

While cleaning out my attic recently, I came across a pile of 
yellowed newspapers and magazines. Inspection showed them to 
be a collection of articles about the members of my class. They 
were, in short, an informal history of the class of 1962. The top 
paper was an old copy of tthe Congressional Record. It told of 
the last speech that Senator David Hume ever gave. It was a 
proposal to abolish taxes on only Marlboro cigarettes. This lead to 
his assasination by the agent of rival tobacco companies. Then, 
there was a Hot Rod magazine that contained an article on Jim 
McConnell, noted for the invention of the fantastically fast and 
powerful Buick sports car, ““The Turkey.” At his death, the 
citizens of Hagerstown tore down the Alexander Hotel and erected 
a statue to his memory. The American Medical Journal, which I 
next picked up, crackled with age but still held together well 
enough for me to read the learned article by Dr. F. Mackenzie on 
‘“Shimmying” and “Twisting” as physical therapy aids for arth- 
ritis. Dr. Mackenzie subsequently left the medical profession to 
form a singing and dancing group called Vinny’s Veterans. The 
school paper, the Jacobite, and a letter unfolded to me the sad tale 
of Anthony Pope. Shortly after he married a Steelton girl, the 
stock market crash of 1984 left him penniless. In such desperate 
straits Tony was forced to write English textbooks and to teach 
English at the Squirrel Hill High School to support himself and 
his family. Another Pittsburgh boy was Scott Hamilton, who 


became President of the Pittsburgh Chamber of Commerce and 
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defended his fair city against all attacks. He was once quoted as 


saying he obtained plenty of practice in this are during his many 
happy years at St James. The New York Times underneath these 
other papers had an interview with William Gross after his success- 
ful 25th anniversary performance at Carnegie Hall. Asked who 
had beeen his greatest inspiration, Bill promptly rerplied, “Mr. 
Hopkins and Dave Brubeck.” The Life Magazine held a tragic 
history. Rafael Ratallana went back home to Bogota and took 
over Columbia in a bloodless revolution. His first act in office 
was to declare all the laws of Physics null and void. Unfortun- 
ately, this proved to be his undoing because he later was subject 
to a swelled head, and he floated away because of the non-enforce- 
ment of gravity. The Saturday Review of Literature held high 
praise for John Turner’s first novel, “Life Among the Savages” 
which supposedly was an expose of life in a typical preparatory 
school. It was banned from all universities, colleges, and schools, 
especially St. James School. A trade magazine, The Restauran- 
teur, chronicled the rise and fall of Peter Boyd. Pete became 
owner of the Bavarian and happily settled down, looking forward 
to a prosperous future. Quickly, however, his dreams were shat- 
tered and he went bankrupt. This condition resulted from Pete’s 
policy of selling his products at half-price to all University of 
Virginia alumni. Newsweek noted the resignation of Maj-Gen. 
Walter “Walt” Wright from the United States Army after he 
had beeen convicted of indoctrinating the troops under his com- 
mand with radical teachings. Wright told the Congressional In- 
vestigating Committee that he, in turn, had received his teachings 
from his Problems of Democracy class in high school and that 


his teacher there had pronounced them sound. The Washington 











Post carried the story of a St. James graduate, notable in another 
field. William Hord had been elected ‘‘Father of the Year” in a 
national contest and was pictured on Page One with his wife and 
their ten beautiful children. The University of Michigan Alumni 
Bulletin announced the appointment of Phil McCallum as head 
football coach. ‘Big Phee” served in this capacity for many years, 
retiring the year his team lost to Michigan State, 96-0. Immed- 
lately thereafter, a dejected Phil filed application for a pension 
with the North Michigan Council for the Support of Tired Ath- 
letes. The old Sports Illustrated had another sports figure write- 
up. Budj Bushong, after winning the discus throw at the 1980 
Olympics, had returned to St. James and taken Mr. Hill’s position 
as Director of Athletics. The only other graduate who returned 
to the school was John Louden. He was first chaplain, but he 
shortly reached his goal of headmaster. He was not the last of 
the class to enter the field of education, however. John Davis 
who, you may remember, had some intellectual ability, founded 
an entirely new system of mathematics. It was so complex that 
any colleges or universities that wanted the course taught were 
forced to hire John to explain it to their faculties. Thus in a few 
years John went home to Louisville, bought a horse-racing stable, 
and spent the remainder of his life in comfort and leisure. Speak- 
ing of leisure, the Time Magazine next in line gave the strange 
tale of Peter Scarborough. He disappeared from sight for many 
years and when found, a long time afterward, was living the life 
of an island king in the South Seas, complete with an army and a 
harem. He had been receiving federal aid as an independant na- 
tion for thirteen years. Business Week gave a large write-up to 


Don Fogel who had, by shrewd business dealings, risen to be one 
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of Washington’s richest men. For some time he was quite a man- 


about-town, but he faded into relative obscurity after his unsuc- 
cessful bid for the Presidency of the United States. This result 
was not attributed to Don himself, but to a vicious smear cam- 
paign conducted by his former classmates. Just before the elec- 
tion, they blanketed the country with pictures of Donny doing the 
‘“Fogelian Stomp.” Most political experts agreed that this was 
the deciding factor in Don’s loss. His victorious opponent was 
Alfred von Schlegell who could never quite break his habit of 
being president of everything with which he was connected. Then 
there was a clipping from an Annapolis newspaper confirming 
the appointment of Admiral John Chew as Commandant of the 
United States Naval Academy. He was chosen because the Acad- 
emy was in desperate need of a stern disciplinarian and a man who 
would stand for no foolishness about the ignoring of regulations. 
The Boat Builders’ Digest commented favorably on a radical new 
design by the increasingly popular designer, John Boyd of Boyd’s 
Boats Inc. John first caught the attention of the boating world 
with a model combining the best features of a Star class sloop and 
a Volkswagen. This model was called “the Jackie” because of its 
remarkable streamlining and clear superiority over all contenders. 
Another builder, this one of empires, was mentioned in the New 
York Times as ‘“‘the benevolent despot” who, practically alone, 
ruled Tyrone, Pennsylvania. Although favored by many, Paul 
Schoonmaker was attacked by his enemies as the Tyrant of Tyrone. 
Crushing all opposition, Paul built up his little town until it was 
known as far away as, and in such large cities as, Hagerstown, 
Maryland. The Law Digest underneath the Times discussed in 
full the election of David de Tamble to the United States Senate. 














Junior Senator de Tamble was subsequently primarily responsible 
for the new wave of leftist McCarthyism which swept the country. 
Before his election, Dave had become well known for his brilliant 
defence of Joel Brumbach, charged with bigamy involving two 
Hollywood actresses. Joel had been, of course, immediately ac- 
quitted when his counsel introduced a plea of temporary insantiy. 
The Baltimore Sun gave a detailed account of the ‘Jay Hammond 
Night” held by the Baltimore Colts and their fans. This was 
organized to honor Jay as the coach who had revolutionized the 
football strategy of the Colts with plays based on trigonometric 
principles which led the team to many divisional and world cham- 
pionships. Tony Ridgway determined to master the science of 
Physics and plugged away at it diligently at college and later at 
graduate school. He reached his life’s goal in 1992, having been 
awarded the Nobel Prize for his research on the laws of Physics in 
outer space. Another prize winner in our class was Bob Tufts. 
His award came from the State Department for a paper he did 
reaffirming the basic principles of the American Dream and ex- 
posing the excesses and cruelties of dictators and the dictatorial 
system. The Richmond Oberver noted the tremendous expansion 
of Virginia Beach both as a resort and as a regular municipality. 
It attributed this growth to the astute management of Legh Burke, 
who is thus fulfilling the wish of many years standing. Legh has 
always lived to see the South rise again. That leaves only myself. 
When I left St. James, I was determined that the name of Henry 
Rutledge would be a literary landmark. I didn’t quite make the 
grade, however, and am reduced to writing obituaries for the 
Hagerstown Morning Herald and masterpieces such as this, in 


order to make my living. 
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The Class of 1962 wishes to record here its deep appreciation 
for the many kindnesses shown it, and for the many benefits 
given to it, by Mrs. Aleda C. James. This lady has made herself a 
part of our lives at Saint James, not only by her cheerful and gen- 
erous nature, but also by her invaluable work in the teaching of 
English. Her presence has helped to make our progress at this 
school more pleasant and more profitable, and it is for this that 


we wish to express our sincere gratitude.
